The necessity for a double track 


etreet car line between Camp Gordon } 


and Atlanta was clearly brought out 
at the first meeting of the special com- 
mittee, recently appointed by city coun- 
cil, which was held on,Tuesday after- 
moon, ‘ 

While only one witness appeared be- 
fore the committee Tuesday, it was 
shown by his testimony that even the 
laborers who are working at the camp 
are greatly inconvenienced by the lack 
of proper service, and that ‘many of 
these men are forced to wait as long 
as thirty minutes in order to get a 
etreet car for their homes. 

The committee, consisting of Alder- 
man John 8S. McClelland, chairman; AJ- 
derman Jonas Ewing, Alderman Steve 
Johnston, Alderman N. T. Spratt and 
Councilman E. T. Mincey had been ap- 
pointed to obtain information as to 
the necessity for double-track service 
between Atlanta and Camp Gordon and 
to ask the street railway company to 
double-track its line, if the need of the 
public seemed to justify such action. 

Slow Service Charged. 

Captain J. S. Palmer, of the con- 
atructing quartermastef’s department 
at Camp Gordon, stated that there are 
from 2,500 to 3,000 laborers employed 
daily at Camp Gordon. Practically all 
of these, he said, travel between the 
camp and the city every day and it 
takes them from an hour to an hour 
and a half to make each trip on ac- 
count of the slow service. Further, 
Captain Palmer said, many of the men 
have to wait very often as long as 30 
minutes at either end for a car. 

This, he said, takes up great deal of 
time in the aggregate and the time of 
man-power ts a matter worth a great 
deal of consideration in these days of 
labor shortage. 

In answer to a question by Chairman 
McClelland, Captain Palmer said: “I 
think a double-track line between the 
city and the camp is necessary to effl- 
cient service. The situation is unpar- 
alleled anywhere in the country, so far 
as I have been able to see,” 

Captain Palmer made it plain that he 
spoke only in the interest of the con- 
struction department at Camp Gordon, 
and said he was not prepared to talk 
about the service furnished soldiers 
or visitors to the camp. 

Expenditures Justified. 

Alderman McClelland produced com- 
parative statistics which he said sat- 
isfied him that the street car com- 
pany would be justified in going to 
the expenditure of double-tracking the 
Camp Gordon line. He called attention 
to a comparison of the earnings on the 
College Park-Hapeville line with the 
earnings on the Camp Gordon line, for 
February, 1917, and 1918. 

In February, 191\he said, the earn- 
ings on the Camp Gordon line were ap- 
proximately $6,000; in February, 1918, 
they had jumped to $33,000. On the 
College Park line, the earnings for 
February, 1917, were approximately 
$13,000, but in the same month of 1918 
that were $20,000. The proportionate 
increase had been much greater on 
the Camp Gordon line than on the Col- 
lege Park line, said derman McClel- 
land, although the service was more 
frequent and satisfactory on the lat- 


ter.

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Georgian in Charge

Chief Boatswain’s Mate 
Dow Ripley, of the ‘El 
Occidante, Was Born in 
Macon, and His Father 
Now Lives in Atlanta. 


The story from Washington Tuesday 
afternoon of the twenty-minute run- 
ning battle waged between two Ger- 
man submarines and the American arm- 
ed guard of the steamship El Occidante, 
in which both of the U-boats were put 
to flight, will be of particular interest 
to people of this state in that Chief 
Boatswain’s Mate Dow Ripley, whe was 
in charge of the gunners, is a Georgia 
boy. 

Dow Ripley was born in Macon, Ga., 
and is now 87 years old. His father 
lives in Atlanta at 446 Spring street, 
and is employed by the Atlantic Com- 
press company.. 

Enlisted at Twenty. 

Dow Ripley enlisted in the navy when 
he was 20 years old and has been in 
that service ever since. He first served 
on the battleship Maryland and made 
the famous trip around the world with 
the American navy as gunner on the 
flagship New Jersey. Since the begin- 
ning of the present war he has been 
actively engaged in the fight against 
the submarines, but the boats he has 
served on are not, of course, known. 

During his service Mate Ripley has 
served on the Maryland, the New Jer- 
sey, the Georgia, the Cleveland and the 
Intrepid. 

He has three sisters, Mrs. George 
Derry and Mrs. George E. Scott, of At- 
lanta, and Mrs. Walter T. Johnson, of 
Macon, while his wife, Mrs. Ethel Rip- 
ley, lives at San Diego, Cal. 
one brother, C. S. Ripley, of Cleveland, 
Ohio. 

Description of Fight. : 

The description of the recent fight, 
which took place on February 2, tells 
how the submarine’s periscope was 
first sighted when just the tip was 
showing. The American gunners train- 
ed their guns and waited for the sub- 
marine to rise. Shortly two periscopes 
rose out of the water and two Ameri- 
can guns fired. The first shots fell ten 
feet short, but later ones hit the mark. 

The steamship changed her course a 
number of times and differént guns 
came within range. The final shots, 
which are believed to have destroyed 
the submarine, landed directly in the 
wake of the periscope and it is thought 
that the underwater boat then made 
efforts to rise to the surface, but was 
not‘able to do so. The second subma- 
rine was driven off by the rain of

GERMAN PROPAGANDA 
LAD TO W. R. HEARST 


Prof. Sperry Says That Editor 
Urged Founding World 
German Alliance. 


. Washington, April 9. — Positive 
charges that individual membets of the 
German-American alliance supported 
propaganda to mould the policy of the 
United States in the event of war with 
Germany, were made today by Profes- 
sor E. E. Sperry, of Syracuse university, 
before the senate committee consider- 
ing the bill to revoke the charter of 
the organization. 

Members, he said, backed the Ameri- 
can embargo conference, the American 
Neutrality league and other organiza- 
tions which he charged were part of the 
Pan-German ieague. 

German school teachers, years ago, 
Sperry said, were teaching their 
charges that “the time is coming when 
Germans in. the United States would 
have the right that is their due.” 

At the convention of the Nationa) 
German-American alliance in New 
York in 1907, Sperry declared William 
Randolph Hearst proposed establish- 
ment of an international German alli- 
ance, the effect of which. Sperry said, 
would have been to extend the activities 
of the German-American alliance to 
Germany. : 

“Mr. Hearst offered to pay the ex- 
penses of the delegates from this coun- 
try to Germany for that purpose,” said 
Sperry. 

The plan was never carried out, 
Sperry said, but delegates went to Cam- 
bridge, Mass., at that time at the ex- 
pense of Mr. Hearst, where a dedica- 
tion of a German memorial took, place. 

At the same convention the German- 


American alliance sent a message ex- 
ressing cordiality and good will of 

members to the German emperor, 
Sperry said.

Harry Salter Admits Rob- 
bing Homes of Many of 
Atlanta’s Wealthiest Citi- 
zens in Last Few Weeks. 


Calmly confessing that he had bur- 
glarized thirteen residences in the north- 
ern section of the city, Harry Salter, a 
17-year-old boy, who says he lives in 
Columbus, Ga., was bound over in $5,000 


ibond by the recorder Tuesday after- 


noon. 

Will Barnes and Leonard Blake, two 
negroes, who were implicated in the 
confession of young Salter, were order- 
ed held in $2,000 bonds each on the 
charge of receiving stolen goods. Will 
Cox, a negro, whom Salter charged 
with stealing a gun, was bound over in 
$500 bond for robbery. 

Salter was arrested last Wednesday 
afternoon by Detéctives Starnes and 
Campbell, and later confessed, stating 
to the officers he did not remember all 
the residences he had entered, but 
knew the location, and was willing to 
show them. 

After taking_the Boy to many places 
in Druid Hills and the northern sec- 
tion of the city, the detectives learned 
he had entered thirteen residences, steal- 
ing several thousand dollars’ worth of 
rings, watches, clothing and pistols. 

Salter declared he had been in the 
city for about two months, and had 
entered the houses at all hours of the 
day and night. He said he had neyer 
tried to pawn any of the stolen goods, 
but had disposed of them by selling 
them to negroes at very low prices. 
With the aid of the prisoner, the offi- 
cers were able to recover several hun- 
dred dollars’ worth of the stolen goods, 
which were identified by the owners. 

The residences, which the young 
burglar admitted he had entered, were:

Chamberlin, Peachtree road; Mrs. M. E. 
Oliver, 590 Peachtree street; Mrs. John- 
son, 1710 Peachtree road. 

Salter was committed to the Tower. 
As many of the burglaries were com- 
mitted in DeKalb county, it is believed 
he will be indicted by the grand jury 
of DeKalb county.

But the Kaiser’s Men Came 
in Never Ceasing Waves. 
British Officer Tells of the 
Terrible Casualties Inflict-. 
ed by the Americans. 


Wit Os AMA taE.in France, 
April 9.—f the Associated Press.)— 


The .American railway engineers who 
helped stem the tide of the onrushing 
Germans during the opening days of} 
the battle now in progress fought 
shoulder to shoulder with Canadian en- 
gineers,in carrying out their task. 
They held their ground stubbernly, 


and only retired to previously prepared 
positions when forced to do so, and 
inflicted casualties by the thousand 
upon the Germans as they advanced in 
close formatioh, in one place in as 
many @S seven waves, each wave ten 
men deep and 100 yards apart. 

The Americans with the Canadians had 
all the ammunition they needed,and, al- 
though they were unsupported by the 
artillery and armed only with rifles 
and with a few machine guns, they 
poured scythelike streams of bullets 
into the enemy at several different, 
times until the weapons were 50 i 
as to be useless. 

This handful of American soldiers, 
who were not hardened to such terrific 
slaughter, was sickened by the sham- 
bles it created, but fought furiously 
for several days, helping to hold the 
enemy all the way from St. Quentin to 
the vicinity of Noyon. These were the 
Americans mentioned at the time in 
the official communiques, but these de- 
tails of their exploits it has only now 
been possible to secure. 

Americans Opened Fire. 

When the German attack began the 
Americans were working in the rear 
lines with the Canadians, under Cana- 
dian command. They quickly threw 
down their tools and seized the weap- 
ons with which they had been armed 
for some months and formed them- 
selves into a fighting unit. The Ger- 
mans came on and finally reached the 
positions where the Americans were 
waiting. 

The exact number of the engineers 
cannot be given, but they were com- 
paratively small. They had no inten- 
tion of retreating, however, and were 
bent upon killing all the Germans pos- 
sible, - 

As the first gray enemy advanced, 
the American forces let them come un- 
til they were within certain range; 
then opened fire, pouring in a storm 
of bullets. Gaps appeared in the ad- 
vancing lines at many places, some of 
them large, where the machine guns 
hhd chewed through. Still the German 
waves came on, without firing a single 


The Americans were unable ‘to under- 
stand these tactics, but, nevertheless, 
were certain that it was a quesion of 
slaughtering the enemy or being them- 
selves smothered under this advance. 
By this time their weapons were so hot 
thatsthey could ngk be used effectively, 
and the enemy was close, so that the 
engineers retired, fighting, took up an- 
other ‘position; then turned and began 
operations again. 

Inflicted Terrible Casualties, 

A British officer who witnessed the 
engagement is reported to have said: 

“They held on by their teeth until 
the last moment, inflicting terrific cas- 
ualties on the enemy. Then they moved 
back and waited for the Germans, and 
repeated the performance.” 

By the time the engineers had reach- 
ed a place somewhere near Noyon they 
were nearly exhausted and almost 
without equipment. There they “were 
given a chance to rest and re-equip.

Are Denied Cards by Pub- 
lic Health Department.

Announcement has just been made 
that a number of the most prominent 
restaurants in Atlanta in the business 
section have been placed under the ban 
by the local office of the public healthj 
service of the United States in’ so far 
as soldiers are concerned, and that the 
military police. stationed in the city, 
Will be instructed to visit the prohib- 
ited places for the purpose of arreating 
all soldiers who may be found there... 
all soldiers who may be’Yound there. 
Men in uniform will only be puermitted 
to visit such restaurants as have gov- 
ernment cards and display them. 

This action is the result of a cam- 
paign that has been conducted for sev- 
eral months by the United States public 
health service, whose inspectors which 
have been seeking to induce the food 
serving establishments to bring their 
eating places up to standards st*t by 
the federal health department in the 
interest of the health of = soldiers 
who visit the city from Camp Gordon 
and Fort McPherson. 

Government Issues Cards. 

To those places that have met the 
government requirements cards have 
been issued, or certificates of inspec- 
tion, which are conspicuously display- 
ed showing that the restaurant has 
lived up to what is required of it by 
the United States health service, and 
is considered fit to serve food to Uncle 
Sam’s soldiers. These cards are dis- 
played by the restaurants that have 
earned them, and the people generally, 
as well as the soldiers, are put on no- 
tice that Uncle Sam has given the place 
his GO. Xx. 

The barring of the restaurants that 
have not met with the sanitary re- 
quirements of the federal health board 
was done with reluetance on the part 
of the officers in charge, as the United 
States public health service, according 
to Dr. R. M. Grimm, the former officer 
in charge, preferred to induce the own- 
ers to meet the, requirements rather 
than to use coercive measures, but on 
account of the fact that a number of 
the .restaurants showed a lack of co- 
operation the more drastic action had 
to be taken. 

Requiremenis Are Rigid. 

The requirements that have been 
made upon the eating places in Atlan- 
ta by the city health board and the 
United States public health service are 
most rigid, and when lived up to in 
every particular form an effective 
safeguard against the spread of dis- 
ease. 

All animals are exc)uded from eating 
places, tobacco using by restaurant 
servants and employees is prohibited. 
Ample arrangements for bathing must 
be provided fag help and suitable toilet 
facilities must be provided for them. 
Expectorating on the flood and simi- 
lar practices that might cauSe_ the 
spread of disease are not allowed. 

Restrictions regarding the handling 
of food are well defined, and no food 
matter for human consumption shall 
be exposed, but must be kept under 
glass. Mechanica] dish washers must 
be provided, which insure sterile dishes 
in which food is to be served, and all 
drinking glasses must be sterilized. 

Free From Disease. 
' All employees must be free from con- 
tagious or communicable diseases and 
physician’s certificates must be shown 
the inspector that all employees have 
been vaccinated against typhoid fever. 

The federal health service has ren- 
dered every service possible to the eat- 
ing places in its éfforts to place them 
on the sanitary basis reqyired by the 
government, and the majority of the 
restaurants in the city have taken ad- 
vantage of the aid extended. 

Inspection will begin at an early 


date to determine the sani condi- 
tion of the soda fountains and barber 
shops of the city, and the same system 
of certificates will be used for those 
that meet the requirements. Soldiers 
will also be ordered to stay out of soda 
water and soft drink stands and bar- 
ber shops that refuse to meet the sani- 
tary standard set by the city and the 
federal health department.

British Premier 


Reviews 
Great Struggle in France 
and Says All Man Power 
Available Must Go to the 
Front. 


BITTER PROTEST MADE 
BY THE IRISH MEMBERS 


They Openly Dare Lloyd-

Irishmen — Feared That 
With Britain’s Fate at 
Stake Premier Has Pro- 
voked Fierde Internal 
Strife.

New York, April 9.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day. )\—Realizing the extremely critical 
situation from the standpoint of man- 
power, David Lloyd-George, the Brit- 
ish prime minister, has informed the 
house of commons in a speech that it 
was impossible longer to exclude Ire- 


land from the provisions of conscrip- 
ticn, and that the age for military serv- 
ice would be raised to 50 years, and in 
certain specified cases it might be in- 
creased to 55. The premier declared 
that a bill would be introduced in par- 
liament giving Ireland a measure of 
self-government. Several of the na- 
tionalist members interrupted the pre- 
mier during his speech and declared 
that conscription would not be permit- 
ted in Ireland. 


BATTLE REVIEWED 
BY LLOYD-GEORGE: 
MORE MEN NEEDED 


London, April 9.—David Lloyd-George, 
the British prime minister, today made 
the boldest stroke of his career by 
coupling home rule for Ireland with the 
conscription of Irish men. 

This unexpected disclosure in an ad- 
dress by the premier in the house of 
commons in presenting the new con- 
scription bill to parliament swept aside 
all interests in the details of the con- 
scription scheme which already had 
been forecast by the newspapers. 

Ireland the Only Subject. 

Ireland is the only subject talked of 
tonight. The only question asked is 
how will the Irish parties and their 
British sympathizers take to the new 
policy. 

There was a test of strength in the 
house of commons when Joseph Devlin, 
nationalist, made a motion to adjourn. 
The government then moved and car- 
ried closure on his motion after a brief 
debate by a vote of 3 to 85, and Mr. 
Devlin’s motion was d ated by a vote 
of 323 to 80. A few pacifists voted with 
the nationalists. 

This preliminary vote means little. 
Everything depends on the nature of | 
the proposals for self-government for 
Ireland to be adopted, as the premier 
said, “without violent controversy.” 
The first impression was skepticism as 
to whether the war cabinet could frame 
a measure which would stand that test 
and the fear that the country might 
be plunged again-into the eld fury of 
the Irish quarrel while fighting for its 
life against enemies outside its walls. 
It was because of this fear that the 
Asquith government shelved the old 
home rule act and the nationalists have 
blamed that shelving for the failure of 
more Irishmen to enlist. 

Mr. Lloyd-George, however, is daring 
enough to attempt to balance both 
debts by granting home rule and en- 
forcing conscription. 

Running Hostile Comment. 

The atmosphere in the house of com- 
mons did not foreshadow success. From 
his first sentence on the premier was 
assailed with what Reuter’s correspond- 
ent describes as “running hostile 
comment from the Irish benches.” 

The new nationalist leader, John Dil- 
lon, who is more typical of the fiery 
old-time Irish resisters than his courtly 
predecessor, the late John Redmond, 
heartily denounced conscription for 
Ireland. Nor were there any signs of 
conciliation from the Ulster faction. 
The Irish unionists met under, the 
chairmanship of Sir Edward Carson and

New York, April 9.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—As had been anticipated, the 
Germans have switched the center of 
their main operations from the Amiens 
sector and are hammering the British 
and Portuguese hard over a front of 
about 11 miles, running from Givenchy 
and La Bassee to the vicinity of Are 
mentierres. 

The attack was preceded by a ter- 
rific bombardment all along the line 
and the countryside for miles around 
trembled under the concussion of the 
big guns. At some points the enemy 
was able to penetrate advance elements 
especially in the’ 


Quisart and the Cardonnerie farm. 


Meanwhile all along that part of the * 


old Hine south of Arras extremely 
heavy artillery duels- were in progress; 
but the Infantry of both sides kept te 
their trenches, except for isolated at- 
tacks of no great importance. Near the 
Coucy forest and Coucy-le-Chateau the 
French have made a slight retirement 
to positions previously prepared—the 
maneuver apparently being in the na- 
ture of line straightening. So well was 
the opration covered by the French 
guns that the Germans suffered ex- 
tremely heavy casualties in endeavor- 
ing to make it null. 

There is still no indication of the 
near approach of the expected big bat- 
tle on the Italian front, although the 
artillery engagements at various 
points are increasing in intensity. Well- 
directed shots from the Italians guns in 
the Asiabo basin have worked havoc 
with Austrian ammunition depots and 
also started fires inside the enemy 
lines. 

A Turkish official communication an- 
nounces the capture by the Turks of 
Van, in Turkish Armenia.

WASHINGTON IS ROCKED 
BY EARTHQUAKE SHOCK 


First Earth Tremor for Capital 
Since the Great Charles- 
ton ’Quake. 


Washington, April 9%—Washington 
felt an earthquake tonight for the 
first time since it was reached by the 


tremors of the great quake which shat- 


tered Charleston, S. C., more than 
thirty years ago. The shocks, though 
Slight, were distinctly perceptible, and 
nearly every family in the city had the 
impression for about three minutes that 
an extraordinarily heavy motor truck 
was passing its door. 

Reports from nearby Virginia cities 
indicates that the shocks were more 
severe to the southward of the capital, 
Georgetown’ university observatory 
seismographs show, however, that the 
quake really was of the faintest char- 
acter, centering probably within two 
hundred miles. It began at 9 minutes 
after 9 and lasted about three minutes. 

Newspaper offices, the naval observ- 
atory, the weather bureau and the 
Georgetown observatory were besieged 
by telephone calls for an explanation 
of the disturbance. One of the first 
queries came from’ the white house, 
where the executive office employees 
started an investigation upon discover- 
ing that no passing trucks were respon- 
sible for the vibrating of their desks. 

Father Torndorf, observer at George- 
town, said there was nothing remark- 
able about a ge being felt in this 
vicinity, in spite of the fact that so 
many years had elapsed since the rap” 
ital last had such an experience. t 
was just a slight “slip,’”’ as he express- 
ed it, that might occur anywhere along 
the coast. 

Something more than 300 perceptible 
shocks have been felt in the nited 
States in the past half century. 


Lynchburg, Va., April 9%.—A_ pro- 
nounced earthquake shock continuing 
for a little less than one minute was 
felt here tonight shortly after 9 o’clock, 
causing many inquiries at the local 
newspaper offices. It was also felt in 
the contiguous counties. The shock 
was not of sufficient force to cause any 


damage. 


Richmond, Va., April 9.—Several resi- 
dents of Highland Park, a suburb, re- 
ported to the police and the newspaper 
offices tonight that their homes were 
severely shaken for several seconds. 
Three distinct shocks were felt.

Washington, April 9.—George Creel, 
chairman of the committee on public

In the senate the speech was de- 
nounced during debate on the sedition 
bill, senators declaring that if the bill 
were passed a man could be jailed for 
attacking the statement, as Creel is a 
government official. 

Creel’s immediate resignation was 
demanded in the house by Representa- 
tive Longworth, of Ohio, if the senti- 
ments he was said to have expressed 
are not those entertained by “those in 
the highest authority.” 

Un-American Statement. 

“T have heard men here apologize 
and condone unpreparedness for polit- 
ical purposes, but this is the first time 
I have heard an American glorifying 
in it,” declared the Ohio republican. 
“No such unpatriotic, .un-American 
statement has been uttered since the 
war began, and the only men who have 
a right to join in it are the Hinden- 
burgs and Ludendorffs abroad and the 
Industrial Workers of the World and 
Bolsheviki at home. If such statements 
are to be made, they should come from 
persons in private capacities.” 

“If it had come from a private indi- 
vidyal he would have been arrested, 
would he not?’ asked Representative 
Madf@en, republican, of Illinois. 

“T think so,” answered Mr. Long- 
worth. “What he might say privately 
hasn’t much weight, but as chairman 
of the committee, his utterances are of 
the greatest importance. Only a day 
or’ so .ago we were told that ‘force, 
force, force,’ would win, and now we 
hear from the chairman of this com- 
mittee ‘cowards, cowards, cowards.’

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In Big Division Review in Macon 


Cheers Greet Old

Macon, Ga., April 9%.—(Special.)— 
There isn’t a man, woman or opild in 
Macon who does not now realize that 
the United Statés is at war 
brought to bear to teach the Germans 
that their dream of world dominion is 
a delusion. This realization was driven 
home today when 20,000 men from the 
Thirty-first division at Camp Wheeler, 
better known as the Dixie division, 
passed ‘through miles of cheering hu- 
‘manity, who lined the streets all the 
way from East Macon to Vineville, 
,the diviison being on the first leg of 
a week’s hike, which takes the form 
of a maneuver, the object of which. will 
be to repel an attack on Macon by an 
imaginary foe. | 

For seven hours the steady stream 
of marching infantry, machine gunners, 
artillerymen, supply trains and men 
from other units passed in review be- 
fore the governors, Dorsey. of Geor- 
gia, and Henderson, of Alabama, and 
their staffs, and General Francis H. 
French and members of the divisional 
staff, the reviewing stand being placed 
at Cherry and Third streets. Despite 
the fact that the day was cold and 
windy the crowds stood packed and 
jammed in the streets in the business 
portion of the city from early morn- 
ing until late in the afternoon, most 
of them going without their noonday 
meal rather than miss seaing what to 
many of them was the sight of a life- 
time, something that not one in a hun- 
dred had ever seen before and will 
probably never see again. 

. Watched by Veterans. 

Old-timers, men who were the gray, 
were among those who watched the 
never-ending Tine of Khaki-clad sol- 
diers as they marched along today, and 
the rebel yell rang out sharp and clear 
hundreds of times as the veterans of 
the sixties gave vent to their feelings 
by the sight of the home boys, now 
full-fledged soldiers, trained as the men 
who fought during the sixties were 
never trained and bearing themselves 
proudly as they marched in close for- 
mation before the official reviewers. 

While the Dixie division is on a 
\week’s hike through the country sur- 
rounding Macon, the parade today was 
especially arranged to arouse interest 
in the Liberty Bond campaign. From 
that standpoint it was no less a suc- 
cess than it was from a military point 
of view. There were thousands of peo- 
ple here from Florida and Alabama, 
as well as from Georgia, and it was no 
uncommon sight to see a mother or 
father wiping the tears from their eyes 
}a8 they waved a greeting to their son 
when they picked him out from among 
the marching columns. 

It was the realization of what a divi- 
sion of soldiers ,jreally means that im- 
pressed the crowds most. Most of those 
who saw the parade had no idea what 
a real division meant. They had read 
of thirty or forty divisions being 
thrown into the fighting on the western 
front, but that was about all they knew 
about it. Now after standing for hour 
after hour and watching the unbroken 
line of troops pass by, knowing that 
it was only one division instead of 
thirty or forty, they have had the war 
brought home to them more closely and 
have been made to realize as they could 
not have been in any other way just 
what a big undertaking modern war- 
fare really is. 

Governors Review Parade. 

It was near 10 o’clock when the divi- 

sion staff, riding at the head of the 


column, put in an appearance at Broad-. 


way and Cherry street. General French, 
divigion commander, with Governor 
Dorsey and members of his staff on 
one side of him and Governor Hender- 


pson, of Alabama, and several members 
of his staff on the other side, was on 
hand to greet them. Following the divi- 
sion staff came the signal corps with 
a complete wireless outfit which was 
set up near the reviewing stand and 
which was soon in communication with 
Camp Wheeler, keeping General French 
posted from time to time as to the 
progress of the exodus from the camp. 

The infantry section was headed by 
the g2ist infantry, formerly the Sec- 
ond Georgia regiment, with Brigadier 
General Walter H. Harris, of the Sixty- 
first brigade, and his staff, and Major 
Bellot, of the French army, at the head 
of the column and the “Old Grey Bon- 
net” band immedately behind the bri- 
gade staff. It was thé first time that 
the “fighting tune” of. the former Sec- 
ond Georgia had been heard on Macon 
streets in a long time and the crowd 
immediately started what proved to be 
the biggest demonstration of the day. 

Colonel J. A. Thomas, commander of 
the 121ist infantry, recently back from 
the regular army school at Fort Hous- 
ton, Texas, rode at the head of his 
regiment, while in the first line of 
marching infantrymen were two French 
soldiers who are assisting in the train- 
ing work at Camp Wheeler. As far 
as the eye could reach there was a 
continuous lihe of glistening bayonetted 
rifles all ready for business. : 

Bare Heads to Flag. 

When the regimental c6lors. passed 
it was noticed that the crowds have 
learned to show more respect for the 
national emblem _ since the United 
States has actually gat into the strug- 
gle, for thousands of heads were bared 
and those who had been sitting came 
to their feet and stood at attention. 
Behind the infantry of the 121ist regi- 
ment came the medical corps, then the 
machine guns drawn by mules, with the 
water tanks bringing up the rear. 

After the 12Ist infantry came the 122d 
infantry, “Atlanta’s Own,” with the old 
Fifth Georgia regiment band. There 
were many Atlantans in the crowd and 
the boys from the capital city were 
given a rousing reception. 

The familiar face of Colonel Orville 
H. Hall, who had been in command of 
the regiment, was missing, and in his 
lace at the head of the regiment was 


in Texas, where he is undergoing spe- 
cial training at an army school. He 
had been expected back in time to par- 
ticipate in the review, but failed to ar- 
rive. There was only one thing to 
mar the appearance of the Atlanta regi- 
ment and that was the colors. The for- 
mer Second’? Georgia regiment had just 
passed with her bright, new colors, 
presented only yesterday with impres- 
sive ceremonies by delegations repre- 
senting the sixteen towns and cities 
having companies in the regiment, 
| floating proudly in the breeze. 


Solled and Stained Colors. 


But when the 122d infantry appeared 
lthere was a direct contrast. The colors 
were faded and covered with dust from 
the Mexican border and it was remark- 
ed by more than one person in the 
official reviewing stand that the peo- 
ple of Atlanta appear to have forgot- 
ten the “Fighting Fifth.” The people 
of Atlanta owe it’ to their regiment 
to come forward and see that they are 
not permitted to go into battle with 
colors such as were viewed by thou- 
sands in Macon today. The soiled con- 
dition of the flags were so noticeable 
that there was comment on it all along 
the line. “Look like they have been 
dragging Old Glory in the mud,” re- 
marked one 6f the official party in the 
reviewing stand. While the colors may 
not have been as bright and pretty as 
those which preceded them, they were 
carried none the less proudly and the 
crowd paid them just as much respect 
as they had shown to those of the for- 
mer Second Georgia. The crowd seem- 
ed to realize the dust-stained banners 
came by their “service marks” honest] 
and they gave the boys of the old Fifth 
a hand that equalled that of the home 


boys.

GEORGIA FARMERS 


Recddiaant of Agriculture 

Prefers Charges Against 
Nine Shippers of Alleged 
Spoiled Feedstuffs Into the 
State.

Georgia's department of agriculture, 
in its fight to stop the influx of spoil- 
ed feedstuffs into this state, has pre- 
ferred charges, through P. A. Methvin, 
its food and drug inspector, against 
“nine shippers of such feeds who are lo- 
cated in other states. 

The state organization, in its capacity 
as an agent of the federal government, 
will assist ‘in prosecutions of these ship- 
/pers—and of many others—for viola- 
tions of the federal food and drug laws 
and the rules governing interstate 
shipments. 

Georgia farmers will not be repaid 
any of the $1,500,000 they have lost 
through the influx of bad feeds, but 
they will at least have the comfort of 
knowing that the shippers will be re- 
quired to disgorge that amount through 
fines and, possibly, personal imprison- 
ment. 

In the case of the spoiled corn, corn 
meal and sweet feeds that have been 
geized and condemned everywhere in the 
state duririg the past month, it is held 
that Georgia farmers have been im- 
posed upon: They have no legal re- 
course to recover for their losses, but 
they do have criminal recourse, to pun- 
ish those who have defrauded them by 
sending improperly cured feeds to them 
to spoil before their arrival in the cars 
that carried them. 

Because these shipments havé come 
from outside the state the laws of 
interstate commerce apply and through 
them the federal food laws and under 
these laws prosecutions are being be- 
gun. These prosecutions,- too, will be 
pressed with all the vigor of the state 
department in order that the habit of 
shipping materials that will rot when 
they enter the warm climate of Dixie 
may be broken. 

The names of the nine organizations 
against whom charges have already 
been brought cannot, at this stage of 
the procedure, be made public.

Pelting rains of Saturday and Sun- 
day, \followed by high winds of Monday 
and Tucsday, knocked many thousand 
bushels of young péaches from 


this morning may 4dd to the trouble. 

Peach growers were not seriously wor- 
ried over the situation Tuesday, before 
the frost warning was issued, as they 
stated there is usualy a big “fall” of 
young peaches which is welcomed, as it 
insures a better grade of the fruit that 
remains. The probability of a heavy 
frost, however, caused a gréat deal 
of.worry for both orchardists and 
truck gardeners. 

However, the frost predicted will be 
light, according to C. F. von Herr- 
mann, chief of the Atlanta weather bu- 
reau, and it will only strike the north- 
western portion of the state, if it 
strikes at all, as expected. 

Cold, unseasonable weather, however, 
is likely to last for several days. This 
will somewhat retard the growth of 
vegetables and the development. of 
peaches, but at the same time, it will 
have a tendency to retard the activi- 
ties of insect pests in the gardens and 
orchards. 

The southern storm has moved to 
the coast of South Carolina, accompa- 
nied by general rains along the south 
Atlantic seaboard. The weather bu- 
reau reports that an area of high at- 
mospheric pressure of unusual force 
for the season occupies the upper lake 
regicn and is accompanied by unusual- 
ly cold weather. 

Temperatures have fallen to freez- 
ing o rbelow freezing as far south as 
St. Louis and Louisville, while 34 de- 
grees above zero, or only two degrees 
above freezing, was recorded at Mem- 
phis Tuesday morning. The mercury 
got as low as 38 in Atlanta and its 
highest point was 58. It may go to 
60 or 65 degrees above zero today, but 


the chances are that it will stick be- 
low the 60-degree mark.

Marshall Is Expected. 

If Mr. Marshall can so arrange his 
itinerary to be in Atlanta on Monday 
night he will be the principal speaker 
at a huge mass meeting which is plan- 
ned for that date for the Auditorium. 
The first week of the campaign, as far 
as the city itself is concerned, has been 
devoted to publicity work. This is re- 
garded as the preparatory “artillery 
fire” which will be followed next week 
with a mass attack by the sales forces. 
The meeting on Monday night is in- 
’ tended to be the signal for the first 
wave of these “shock troops” to go over 
the top. 

On Wednesday night Charlie Chaplin 
will be. the feature attraction at the

; Will Exceed Quota. 

Reports continue to come into tha 
offices on the fifth floor of the cham- 
ber of commerce building from many 
towns, cities and counties, which indi- 
cate that the Sixth Federal Reserve 
district is going to far exceed [ts quota 
on this loan. Many towns and districts 
have already announced over-subscrip- 
tions and some of them have doubled 
and trebled their allotments. 

Actual figures as to amounts. sub- 
scribed in the district cannot be given 
out for a few days, owing to a recent 
ruling from Washington. It has been 
decided that, in order to guard against 
exaggeration and duplication, the 
amounts of subscriptions shall only be 
given out from Washington through 
the Federal Reserve banks, although 
each bank will be allowed to give out 
the totals for its own district after hav- 
ing sent the same to Washington. 

The public is warned, through a 
telegram from Washington, against 
purchasing so-called honor flags from 
business houses. It has come to the 
notice of the authorities that a number 
of Business houses in different parts 
of the country have placed these flags 
on sale. This is strictly against the 
Jaw, as the design is copyrighted and 
is the property of the government.

The forty-five already tied at the 
top of the nation’s honor roll include 
LaGrange, Ga., in the Atlanta Federal 
Reserve district, twenty-six towns in 
the New York district, sixteen in the 
Philadelphia district and one each ‘in 
the Cleveland and Boston districts. 

In addition to the race for the honor 
of reporting a full subscription first, 
there remain a number of contests for 
the ranking by population classes. 


Few Reports Received. 


Reports to national headquarters 
today on the total of subscriptions al- 
ready obtained were few, as a result of 
Secretary McAdoo’s order that local 
cOmmittees should give out only fig- 
ures gathered from banks, and that fig- 
ures for the nation should be based 
only on federal reports, tomorrow, and 
for enough to furnish a comprehensive 
idea of the loan’s success in the whole 
country within two or three days. A 
number of newspapers and committees 
protested against the order today, but 
officials repeated that it was necessary 
to guard against over-estimating the 
daily progress of the loan campaign. 

Secretary McAdoo’s plea for a very 
large over subscription of the $3,000,- 
000,000 minimum of the war credit was 
a development of the day. 

Deliveries of flags to communities 
already has begun and will be contin- 
ued as fast as full certification of lo- 
cal records ate made to the federal 
reserve bank of the district. 

From the Atlanta district today came 
reports of enthusiastic interest in the 
war exhibit trains which are “bringing 
the war home to tive people.” 

Seventy-one Canadian officers, all of 
whom have seen actual service on the 
western front in Europe, have been re- 
leased by the British government to 
conduct a speaking campaign through- 
out the United States during the Lib- 
erty Loan campaign. 

In addition, 120 men of the American 
army have been assigned to aid in the 
speaking campaign. Sixteen of these 
have been members of General Persh- 
ing’s expeditionary forets, and all have 
suffered from shell shock, gas or in- 
jury. Some of them were in the first 
clashes in which the American forces 
engaged on the western front. 

Lieutenant Vincent D. Wierzibick!, a 
member of the French high commission, 
also has joined the speaking forces.

facts which stand out, and in stating 
them, I would like to call attention to 
two things which, I think, above all. 
must be avoided. The first is that noth- 
ing should be said which could give in- 
formation to the enemy; nothing should 


be said which would give discourage- 
ment to our own troops. who are fight- 
ing sp gallantly at this very hour. 
“And the second question is that all 
recrimination at this hour must be 
shut out. 
* “What was the position at the begin- 
ning of the battle? Notwithstanding the 


France was considerably stronger on 
the first of January, 1918, than on the 
first of January, 1917. Up to the end 
of 1917—up to, say, about October or 
November—the German combatant 
strength in France was as two to the 
allies’ three.- Then came the military 
collapse of Russia, and the Germans 
hurried up their released divisions from 
the eastern front and brought them to 
the west. Thev had a certain measure 
of Austrian support, which had been 
accorded to them. 

“Owing to the growth of the strength 
of our armies in 1917, when this bat- 
tle began, the combatant strength of 
the whole of the German army on the 
western front was only approximately, 
though not quite equal to, the total 
combatant strength of the allies in in- 
fantry. They were slightly inferior in 
artillery. They were inferior in cavalry, 
they were considerably inferior; and, 
what is very important, they were un- 
doubtedly inferior in aircraft. 


How Germans Organized. 


“The Germans, therefore, organized 
their troops so as to produce a larger 
number of divisions out of the slightly 
smaller number of infantry and slightly 
smaller number of guns. They had 
fewer battalions in a division and fewer 
men in a battalion. That is entirely a 
question of organization and it yet re- 
mains to be seen that their organiza- 
tion is better than ours. It is neces- 
sary to explain that, in order that the 
house should realize why, with ap- 
proximately the same number of men, 
the Germans have a larger number of 
divisions on that front. 

“According to all the facts which 
have come to hand as to the losses of 
the battle, that roughly represents the 
relative strength of the combatants on 
both sides at this moment. The Ger- 
mans had, however, one or two impor- 
tant advantages. The first, the initial 
advantage, which is always commanded 
by the offensive, is that they ow 
where they mean to attack. They chodse 
the ground; they choose the location; 
they know the width of the attack; 
they know the dimensions of the at- 
tack; they know the time of the at- 
tack: they know the method of the at- 
tack. All that inv&riably gives the ini- 
tial advantage to the offensive. 


British Pluck Saved Situation. 


“With regard to the battle itself, as 
I have already stated, it will take some 
time to ascertain the whole facts. At 
one time it was undoubtedly very criti- 
cal. The enemy broke through be- 
tween our third and fifth armies, and 
there was a serious gap, and the situa- 
tion was retrieved owing to the mag- 
nificent conduct of our troops. They 
retired in perfectly good order, re-es- 
tablishing the junction between the 
two armies and frustrating the enemy’s 
purpose, 

“The house»can hardly realize, and 
certainly cannot sufficiently thank— 
nor the country—our troops for their 
superb valor and the grim tenacity 
with which they faced overwhelming 
hordes of the enemy and clung to their 
positions. They retired, but were nev- 
er routed, and once more the cool 
pluck of the British soldier, that re- 
fuses to acknowledge defeat, saved Eu-

Speech of Lloyd-George. 
Premier Lloyd-George said: 


“We have now entered the most crit- 
ical phase of this terrible war. There is 
a lull in the storm, but the hurricane is 
not over. Doubtless we must expect 
more fierce outbreaks, and ere it is 
finally exhausted there will: be many 
more. 

“The fate of the emipre, the fate of 
Europe, and the fate of liberty throuBh- 
out the world may depend on the suc- 
cess with which the very last of these 
attacks is resisted and countered. 

“The government, therefore, proposes 
to submit to parliament today certain 
recommendations in order to assist this 
country and the allies to weather the 
storm. They will involve, I regret, 
extreme sacrifices on the part of large 
classes of the population, and nothing 
would justify them but the most ex- 
treme necessity and the fact that we 
are fighting for all that is essential and 
most sacred in our national] life. 

“Before I come to the circumstances 
which led up to our submitting these 
proposals to parfiament, I ought to say 
one word as to why parliament was not 
immediately summoned. Since the bat- 
tle began the government has been en- 


,gaged almost every hour in concerting 


with the allies the necessary measures 
to assist the armies to deal with the 
emergency. . 

“The proposals which we intend 
submitting to parliament required very 
close and careful examination. and TI 
think there is this advantage in our 
meeting today. rather than immediate- 
ly after the impact of the German at- 
tack, that we shal} be considering these 
proposals under conditions which would 
ibe far removed from any suggestion of 
panic. 

“I shall now come to the -circum- 
stances which have led to the present 
military position. It is very difficult 
at this time to present a clear, con- 


nected and reliable narrative of what! 


happened. There has been agreat bat- 
tle on a front of 50 miles—the greatest 
battle ever fought in the history of the 
world.

“I am referring to the whole army, 
generals, officers and soldiers. I mean 
the whole army and I draw no distinc- 
tion. Their conduct has been one of 
incredible courage and great coolness 
under the most trying conditions. I do 
not think that any distinction can be 
drawn between officers and men. I 
am referring to the British army and 
that means all. 

“And I specially refer to what one 
brigadier general did. Some reference 
has been made in the press already to 
it, where at one point there was a 5se- 
rious gap, which might have let the 
enemy into Calais. 

‘Until the whole circumstarmces which 
led to the retirement of the fifth army 
and its failure to hold the line of the 
Somme, at least till the Germans 
brought out their guns, and perhaps 
the failure to adequately destroy the 
bridges—until all these are explained 
—it would be unfair to censure the gen- 
eral in command of the army, General 
Gough. But until those circumstances 
are cleared up, it would be equally 
unfair to the British army to retain 
his services in the field. It is neces- 
sary to recall him until the facts have 
been fully ascertained and laid before 
the government ‘by their military ad- 
visers. 

French Reserves Came Up. 


“After the retirement of the fifth 
army, the French reserves came up 
with remarkable rapidity, when their 


position before the battle is borne in. 


mind. In fact, the speed with which, 
when the final decision was taken as 
to the real designs of the enemy, the 
French reserves were brought up is 
one of the most remarkable feats of 
organization in this war, and between 
the courage of our troops and the 
handling of the army—the way the 
third army held, never giving way a 
hundred yards to the attack of the ene- 
my—I think it right that it should De 
eaid the army commanded by General 
Byng—what between the efforts of 
our soldiers and the loyal assistance 
given in true spirit of comradeship by 
the French army, the position is for 
the moment stabilized. But it is clear 
that the Germans, having gained an 
initial success, are preparing another, 
and perhaps an even greater attack 
on the allied armies. 

‘Up to the present the gg A has 
undoubtedly obtained a great nitial 
success. There is no good in not ac- 
cepting the fact. It is from that basis 
we must begin to build. But he has 
failed so far in his main objectives. 
He failed to capture Amiens.: He failed 
to separate the French and British ar- 
mies. But we should be guilty of 
great—it might .be fatal—error if we 
were to underestimate the gravity of 


the prospect. 

“The enemy has captured valuable 
ground, which is too near Amiens for 
comfort or security, and he has suc- 
ceeded for the time being in crippling 
one of our great armies. 

“T will now tell the house something 
of the measures adopted by the cabi- 
net to meet the emergency. I have al- 
ready explained what was done about 
the ench reserves. The cabinet took 
every step to hurry up reinforcements 
in order to fill up the gap in our ar- 
mies. No such large numbers of men 
ever passed across the channel in so 
short a time. 

No Time te Say Good-Bye. 


“As the emergency was great it was 
impossible to allow those who were 
summoned to nce the oasua] leave 
to visit their relatives.

Dramatic Aid by Wilson. 


“The next step to which I should like 
to call the attention of the house is 
the material and dramatic assistance 
rendered by President Wilson in this 
emergency—one of the most important 
decisions in the war. In fact, the issue 
,of the battle might very well be de- 
‘termined by this decision. 

“In America there are a very consid- 
‘erable men in the course of training 
pom the allies looked forward to hav- 
‘ing a large American army in France 
‘in the spring. It has taken longer than 
anticipated to turn those soldiers into 
the necessary divisional organizations. 
‘If America waited to complete these 
divisional organizations it would not be 
‘possible for these fine troops in any 
‘large numbers to take part in this 
battle in this campaign, although it 
might be very well the decisive battle 
‘of the war. 

| “This war, of course, one of the most 
| serious disappointments from which the 
.allies had suffered. It is no use pre- 
‘tending it was not one of our chief 
‘causes of anxiety. We depended upon 
it largely to make up the defection of 
Russia. For many reasons—reasons 
| perhaps of transport, reasons connect- 
}ed with the time i¢ takes, not merely 
to train troops and their officers, but 
to complete the necessary organization

“Under the circumstances we, there- 
ifore, submitted to the president of the 
United States a definite proposal.

Mr. Balfour and 
I had a long conversation with him 
upon the whole situation, and we sub-* 
mitted to him certain recommendations 
which we had been advised to make 
to Mr. Baker and the American govern- 
ment. 

“On the strength of the conversation 
we submitted proposals to President 
Wilson with the strong support of Pre- 
mier Clemenceau, to enable the com- 
batant strength of the American army 
to come into action during this battle 
inasmmuch: as there was no hope of it 
coming as a strong separate army, 

decision American Dattal- 
be brigaded with those 
This pr&Xposal was 
submitted by the Earl of Reading on 
behalf of the British government to 
President Wilson, anid President Wil- 
son assented to the proposal without 
any hesitation, with the result that ar- 
rangements now are being made for 
the fighting strength of the American 
army to be brought immediately to bear 
in this struggle, a struggle which Is 
only now beginning, to this extent, and 
it is no mere small] extent, that the 
German attack has been held up. It 
has’ stirred up the resolution and ener- 
gy of America beyond anything which 
has yet occurred. 


Man-Power Is Needed. 


‘But still our losses are very great 
and our reserves have been called upon 
to a considerable extent to make up 
the wastage and refit the units and, if 
the drain continues on this scale a drain 
on the resources of reserves and of 
man-power, it must cause the deepest 
anxiety, unless we take immediate 
steps to replenish it. 

“The immediate necessity is relieved 
by the splendid and generous way and 
promptitude in which America has come 
to our aid, but they are simply lent 
‘to receive their ‘training, with a view 
{ to their incorporation at the first sujt- 
; able moment in the American army in 
France, and even if they remain with 
the British right through the battle, 
the time will come when we shall need 
large reinforcements, if this battle con- 
tinues. 

“T want the house to consider for a 
moment what the plans of the enemy 
mav be as they now are revealed. It 
was never certain he would take this 
plunge, because he knows what it 
means if it fails. But he has taken 
it. The battle proves that the enemy 
fhas definitely decided to seek a mili- 
tary decision this year, whatever the 
consequences to himself. 

“There is no doubt he has overwhel 
ing reasons. There is the economic con- 
dition of his country and the critical 
economic condition of his allies. 
now ‘is at the height of his power, gnd 
Russia is at the lowest, while Amofica 
has not yet come in its strength. So, 
this year the enemy may put forth 
something which approaches his full 
strength. But soon he will grow feebler 
and weaker in comparison with the al- 
lied forces.” 

Conscription for Ireland. 


While discussing the question of 
man-power and the necessity for more 
men for the armies, Mr. Lloyd-George 
announced that the Irish convention 
report had been laid on the table today. 

The report of the Irish convention 
was adopted by a majority only and 
therefore the government would take 
the responsibility, said the premier, for 
such proposals for self-government as 
were just and could be carried out 
without violent controversy. 

When an emergency had arisen which 
made it necessary to put men of 548 
and boys of 13 into the fight for lib- 
erty, Mr. Lloyd-George declared, it was 
not possible to exclude Ireland from 
conscription by a parliament in which 
Treland was represented and which had 
committed the country to the war with- 
out a dissenting voice. 

The character of the quarrel tn which 
the country was engaged, the premier 
said, was as much Irish as English. 

When Mr. Lloyd-George referred to 
Ireland Alfred Byrne, nationalist mem- 
ber from Dublin, shouted: 

“We won’t have conscription in Ire- 

nd.” 

An uproar followed. 

It would be some weeks before en- 
rollment in Ireland began, the premier 
continued. One nationalist cried out: 
“It will never begin.” 

Dare to the Premier. 

Michael Flavin, nationalist membe 
from Kerry, said: 

“You come across and try to take us.” 

Another nationalist exclaimed: 

“It is a declaration of war against 
Ireland.” 

Mr. Lloyd-George told the nationalists 
that conscription and self-government 
would not go together, but that each 
must be taken on its merits. 

Premier Lloyd-George said the man- 
ower act would be extended to Ire- 
iland under the same condition as Great

The report points out in the beginning 
that, according to the best‘ estimates to be 
had, the undeveloped’ water power of the 
country exceeds the total of the steam 
power now in service; and that the federal 
government* controls much of the country’s 
undeveloped water power sites. But it em- 
phasizes the fact that— 


“the initial cost of a steam plant i« in 
general but one-half to one-fifth that of a 
water power plant of equal capacity; 
that, moreover, a steam plant can be 
more easily enlarged from time to time 
and the initial development of a water 
power plant must be @ larger proportion 
of the ultimate development than that of 
a steam plant; and that the investor in 
a water power plant is, therefore, bur- 
dened from the very start with a heavy 
fixed charge, the failure to meet which 
may mean bankruptcy.” 

All of which goes to show that the devel- 
opment of the country’s latent water power 
potentialities is vastly more to the commu- 
nity’s than to the capitalist’s or the invest- 
or’s interest. 

In other words, the public needs water 
power and its benefits far more than capital 
needs its development as a field of invest- 
ment. 

If the nation’s water powers now capable 
of development were harnessed and put to 
use the saving to the public in fuel and the 
release of labor and railroad equipment and 
service would run into millions upon mil- 
lions of dollars every year. 

Therefore, as this nation-wide business 
men’s organization shows, the subject of 
water power development in the United 
States should be approached with an atti- 
tude of mind which recognizes the necessity 
of making such development attractive to 
capital rather than with the attitude which 
assumes that such enterprises “should be 
surrounded with as many restrictions as 
possible.” 

In arguing in favor of speedy and favor- 
able action upon the pending legislation—-and 
action of such a nature as will attract capi- 
tal to our waterfalls rather than repel it 
from them—the committee observes that 
“the conservation of every other natural re- 
source means restriction in its use, for use 
means’ consumption and permanent destruc- 
tion.” It points out that every pound of 
coal that is burned is forever withdrawn 
from use, while, on the other hand, every 
horse-power of water power that is not 
used is lost, and every horse-power con- 
served and used “saves not only the horse- 
power, but its equivalent in coal and may 
incidentally improve navigation.”

PLAN HUGE HOSPITAL 
AT FORT M’PHERSON 
TO RECLAIM SOLDIERS 


Surgeon General Gorgas, U. §. A.., together 
with the members of the United States medi- 
cal advisory board, will be in Atlanta on 
Tuesday, April 16, to inspect the site of the 
government property at Fort McPherson 
preparatory to the establishment there of a 
huge hospital for the physical reclamation 
of wounded soldiers and their training for 
suitable work after they have recovered 
from their wounds. 

On Tuesday evening, at 7 o'clock, a ban- 
quet will be tendered the distinguished vis- 
itors by the Atlanta Chamber og Commerce 
at the Piedmont Driving club. All members 
of the chamber, together with the members 
of the Fulton County Medical society, are 
invited to be present, and are urged to send 
in their acceptances and checks at the earli- 
est possible moment. Plates will be $3, and 
checks should be made payable to Henry W. 
Davis, treasurer, and mailed to Secretary 
Walter G. Cooper in order that reservations 
may be made. The number of guests for 
whom accommodations can be made is lim- 
ited to 200, so acceptances should be sent in 
at once, if possible. 


Preparations fer Future. 


The establishment of this reclamation 
hospital is in line with the government's 
policy of making all possible preparations 
for the future in advance. Working on the 
basis of an army of at least one million men 
in France, the experience of England and 
France makes certain an approximate num- 
ber of one hundred thousand wounded men 
per annum, to be healed and turned back 
into civilian life. 

Heretofore, ih other wars, when Ameri- 
can soldiers have come back wounded or 
crippled, the government gave them pensions 
and left them to make a living as best they 
could. In this war it purposes to see that 
every wounded men not only has the best 
possible physical reconstruction, but that he 
has a special training which will give him 
the maximum earning capacity in his physi- 
cal condition. . 

It ts stated that the proposed hospital at 
Fort McPherson will serve a minimum of 
10,000 men. It is one of a number of such 
hospitals which are being prepared. 

Acting upon advices from England and 
France, where this condition has already 
been met and the problem solved, the gov- 
ernment will establish a great school, with 
the best teachers procurable, who will help 
the wounded men along their road to indus- 
trial independence. 


Miraculous Réesulta. 


The results obtained in Europe in physi- 
cal reconstruction have been nothing short 
of miraculous. - Men wounded in ways which 
ten years ago would have meant certain 
death or at the least, horrible disfigurement 
for life, have been restored to society, with 
bodies, Iimbs and features rebuilt in such a 
way as to make them, to all intents and pur- 
poses, the same men they were before the 


war. 
But there are, of course, many men whosé 
physical disabilities cannot be overcome. 
The blind, those who have lost hand or foot 
or limb, can only be fitted out with the best 
possible substitute and taught how to do 
something which they can accomplish with: 
out the use of the lost member or faculty. 
Teachers instruct the cripaees men in 
mechanical, industrial, art and mental work, 
and the man who is turned back on the 
world absolutely helpless is a remarkable 
rarity. . 
There will be few crippled soldiers left to 
the tender mercies of public charity after 
this war, because each man will be able to 
fit into his niche 
matter his

FACE MASKS AND FIVE-FOOT BARRAGE. 


In a well-eonducted hospital for contagious 
diseases in Chicago, With about fifty beds, 
where meningitis, diphtheria, pneumonia, 
scarlet fever, and other epidemic diseases 
are treated, no fimigation is used except 
occasionally for clothing which cannot be 
sterilized by stseam, no antiseptic or disin- 
fecting solution is employed for cleaning 
the sickrooms or for washing the hands of 
attendants, excepting soap and water. Uten- 
sils are sterilized by boiling after each use. 
Dressings and other waste are collected in 
paper bags and burned. This is all simple 
enough for any mother to practice in time 
of sickness. As for bedding and clothing, it 
is sterilized in the autoclave. It may be 
sterilized at home by bpiling. Nurses in the 
hospital wear muslin caps and gowns, and 
physicians wear a similar outfit when visit- 
ing patients. The cap must completely cover 
the hair, and the gown must completely 
cover the clothing; otherwise it is a. mete 
affectation; The purpose of cap and gown 
is to protect against contamination by in- 
fected spray given off from the mouth or 
nose of the patient in coughing, sneezing, 


talking or laughing. This spray practically - 


does not carry beyond five feet. Of course 
every intelligent and polite individual is ex- 
pected to muzzle his nose and mouth com- 
pletely with handkKerchief or hand when 
coughing or sneezing, but sometimes the im- 
pulse comes too quickly, and so the cap 
and gown are necessary. The cap and gown 
must be put on just inside the sickroom, 
and taken off again and hung up inside the 
door before nurse or doctor leaves the room. 
The hands must invariably be washed with 
soap and water upon leaving the sickroom, 
or preferably just inside the door before 
leaving the room. All this is quite within 
the reach of any conscientious mother, too. 

From March 1, 1943, to June 1, 1916, nine 
cases of scarlet fever occurred among 112 
nurses on duty in the Chicago hospital re- 
ferred to. Then a new protective wrinkle 
was introduced. The nurses and doctors be- 
gan June 1, 1916, to wear double thicknesses 
of gauze covering chin, nose and mouth and 
just lesving the eyes uncovered, when at- 
tending all,cases of scarlet fever in the acute 
stage. From that time up to December 1, 
1917, no fyrther cases of scarlet fever de- 
veloped ong the nurses on duty in the 
hospitar 

Pretty good showing for the face mask. 
Good evidence that scarlet fever, like the 
common so-called “cold,” and meningitis, 
and diphtheria, and pharyngitis, and tonsil- 
litis, and quinsy, and pneumonia, and tuber- 
culosis, and influenza and meningitis, is 
usually conveyed through droplet or spray 
infection. 

“The attacks of tonsillitis, pharyngitis 
and rhinitis that were relatively frequent 
before the masks were used,” Dr. Weaver 
reports, “have almost wholly disappeared in 
the last year.” He further states that nurses 
do not. object to wearing the masks, and 
most nurses now wear them constantly when 
on duty. A fresh mask is put on as soon 
as the first becomes soiled or moist, and the 
masks sterilized before another wearing. 
They are held in place by two tapes tied 
behind the head.

In answer to many requests from indi- 
Viduals and officials asking for assistance 
in the preparation of a suitable state law 
for co-operative credit associations, or credif 
unions, the Bureau of Markets of the United 
States Department of Agriculture has pré- 
pared a publication (Service and Regulatory 
Announcement No. 30) which gives: sugges- 
tions for such an act, and contains a bil! 
embodying the best views on the subject. 
The bill, which is submitted only as a tenta- 
tive model, provides for the organization 
of associations without capital, as well as 
for the more familiar form with capita! 
stock. 
is intended to exemplify to the fullest extent 
the co-operative idea, and to avoid even 
the appearance or the possibility of profit- 
making. It is believed, say specialists of the 
department, that the practical effect of thé 
work of a co-operative credit association wil! 
be to accustom men who are not now mak- 
ing use of any banking facilities to take 
advantage of banking, rather than to with- 
draw business from existing commercia! 
banks. 

Some of the states (Massachusetts, New 
York, North Carolina, South Carolina, Ore- 
gon, Texas, Utah and Wisconsin) already 
have enacted special laws providing for the 
formation of co-operative credit associations 
In some ofthese states, especially in, Massa- 
chusetts, New York and New Jersey, organ- 
izations have been formed and are working 
successfully among factory and other work 
ers in cities. The development of co-opera- 


tive credit associations in rural districts is 


especially noted in North Carolina.

Community 
Drying Plant. 

A successful community plant for the 
drying of fruits and vegetables, is described 
in Farmers’ Bulletin 916, “A Successful Com 
munity Drying Plant,’ just issued for free 
distribution by the United States Department 
of Agriculture. It is of peculiar interest tv 
the farmers and fruit growers of Georgia 
and the southeast. 

Practically the same plan as is described 
in the bulletin was followed in eleven other 
communities during the summer and fal! ot

proved successful under conditions found in 
the locality of Lincoln; in more humid or 
dryer sections of the country, the bulletin 
says, the methods employed might not prove

$500,000 for 
Canadian Red Cross. 


In recognition of the part Canada has 
played in the war for human liberty, the 
War Council of the American Red Croas has 
appropriated $500,000 as a gift to the Cana- 
dian Red Cross. The gift is made without 
restrictions, but with the expressed hope 
that it will be found possible to use the 
contribution for the relief of Canadian so}- 
diers at the front. 

The resolution of the War Council provid- 
ing for the appropriation declares that the 
American people profoundly and gratefully 
recognize the devotion of the Canadian peo- 
ple and the armed forces of Canada in the 
great war, and are deeply appreciative of 
the spirit of heroism and self-sacrifice with 
which so many Americans have fought atid 
died as members of the Canadian forces 
during the past years; and that it, therefore, 
is highly appropriate that the American 
Red Cross should extend to the Canadian 
soldiers a measure of assistance toward their 
relief and comfort. 

It is declared turther that such tribute 
cannot be translated more serviceably or 
appropriately than by a gift through the 
Canadian Red Cross, and that it is the de- 
sire of the American Ked Cross to afford 
substantial recognition of the sentiment of 
brotherhood and sympathy which pervades 
this country in this present crisis of human 
affairs. 

I mention this to illustrate the universal] 
worth of the great Red Cross movement 
which is so dear to us all as an American 
institution; and particularly in view of the 
pending drive for funds to carry on the 
work that has no limitations in the human- 
ness of its accomplishments.

I like to think that I am 
releasing leather for a soldier's feet, 
clothing for a soldier’s body.

New York, April 9.—Count von Hert- 
ling, the imperial chancellor, is “only 
the signboard of the government, which 
is controlled by the military party in 
which General Ludendorff is the rul- 
ing factor,” declared-Deputy Haase, in- 
dependent socialist, in the German 
reichstag on February 27. According 
to German neéwspapers received here, 
the deputy severely scored the policy 
of the government and said that before 

.. the war his party had demanded for 
Alsace-Lorraine full autonomy within 
the empire. Discussing the German 
foreign policy. Deputy Haase said: 

t must be incomprehensible to all 
socialists that hundreds of thousands 
are sacrificed solely for the sake of 
Alsace-Lorraine. The bourgeois par- 
tries assert that in case of a referen- 
dum the population of Alsace-Lorraine 
would decide in favor of Germany. 
Why, then, do they oppose, to the ut- 
most, the plan for such a referendum? 

“Can any one claim that the ultima- 
tum sent to Russia is in accord with the 
program agreed upon between the 
chancellor and the reichstag majority 
atthe time the chancellor assumed of- 
fice? The population of Livonia and 
itsthonia is denied the right to declare 
in favor of a union with Russia after 
the war. Do you call that the right of 
self-determination? Why don’t you 
pursue an honest policy? How can one 
still talk of a defensive war and assert 
we do not want to take anything away 
from anybody? 

“It is said that German troops in the 
east are oi nde | police duty. The 
German soldiers take a different view. 
For them, it is unbearable that they 
should play the role of hangmen of the 
Russian revolution. Contrary to the 
assurances given us that we would not 
interfere in the internal ‘affairs of 
Russia, she is now being forced under 
the yoke. We protest most emphatic- 
ally against this policy of violence. 

“The way peace is being made in the 
east can only injure Germany. Our 
children and their children will have to 
suffer with their blood for the conse- 
quences of this policy. And how does 
this policy react on our enemies in the 
west? Does anyone believe that in 
view of the Russian ultimatum, any 
other government which has not col- 
lapsed totally would enter into nego- 
tiations for a separate p@ace with Ger- 
many ?”

$44,000,000 FOR GREECE 


Washington, April 9.—Greece will 
receive a loan of $44,000,000 from the 
United States as soon asthe Greek par- 
liament has passed the necessary au- 
thorizing legislation, it was announced 
at the treasury today. 

The credit was arranged in Paris by 
Oscar T. Crosby, assistant secretary of 
the treasury, and American represent- 
ative on the inter-allied council. It 
was found necessary, however, for the 
Greek. government to. obtain special 
legislation before finally concluding an 
agreement. 

Greece is the last of the allied bel- 
ligerents in Europe to get a loan from 
the United States. A credit of $6,666,- 
000 for Rumania was arranged several 

onths ago, and a payment of $6,000,- 
000 was made through the Russian gov- 
ernment. Overthrow of the Kerensky 
government prevented delivery of the 
sum, however, and it was returned to 
the treasury here. In view of the in- 
definite situation on the Rumanian 
front, the status of this loan has not 
been definitely determined.

MORE TONNAGE SENT 
ACROSS THE ATLANTIC 


20 Per Cent Gain in March and 
Large Gain Expected 
in April. 


Washington, April 9.—An increase of 
20 per cent in the amount of tonnage 
shipped across the Atlantic in March 
was gained through close co-operation 
of the ship control committee, the 
shipping board and the war depart- 
ment, in directing the movement of 
traffic. Officials confidently predict- 
ed today that the efficiency tn handling 
was growing and would mean a gain 
of 30 per cent tn tonnage during April. 

The strength of the  non-fighting 
fleet which the United States has con- 
tributed to the ald of the allies became 
known today for the first time <A 
total of 390 American vessels or vessels 
under American control now are in 
the trans-Atlantic trade, with a ton- 
nage of. 2,762,605. Of these 322 fly the 
American flag, while 68 are chartered 
ships of neutral nations. The, Ameri- 
can ships have a carrying capacity of 
2,365,844 tons, 

In addition to the present fleet there 
are 471,000 tons of Dutch ships still to 
be put into service as sqon as crews 
can be provided. Ships built in Amer- 
ica for the shipping board will swell 
the total still further, as the building 
program begins to show cumulative 
results during the summer. 

When the ship control committee was 
established Janvary $80 to have su- 
preme charge of all ships’ entering 
American ports, it was hoped that cen- 
tralized control would mean in effect 
the addition of 1,000,000 tons to the 
shipping facilities available for the 
transportation of men, munitions and 
food to fight the kaiser. In two months 
that object has been achieved by hav- 
ing one force ‘to guide the American, 
allied and neutral ships trading in 
American ports. ° 

Delays in loading have been reduced 
to a minimum by directing ships to 
ports where cargoes are available. If 
an American vessel] is not ready to 
take a cargo of goods waiting to be 
sent to the American forces abroad any 
allied vessed is used to prevent delay 
and congestion. The result has been, 
in the opinion of officials, to achieve 
the speed of a pooling arrangement 
without the complications of a formal 
pooling of ships. 

Conditions which existed before: the 
ship control committee, composed of P. 
A. S. Franklin, H. S. Raymond and Sir 
Cunnop Guthrie, took charge, have 
hampered their work to some extent, 
but gradually are being remedied, lead- 
ing to the belief that future fmprove- 
ment in the handling of ships will be 
even more rapid than in the first two 
months. Diversion of tonnage from 
congested eastern ports to southern 
ports is being developed satisfactorily. 

Large quantities of cotton were ship- 
ped into New York for export last win- 
ter, so that money could be borrowed 
on the bills of lading, and much of 
the staple stiTl remains* in warehouse.
